Summer Harvest Of 


Dry corn is now being har- 
vested in this area by an in- 
creasing number of growers. 
It is either being processed, 
(meaning drying, shelling, and 
in some cases grinding) at 
several plants here and South 
Bay, for shipment ,or ground 
at the individual farms for 
storage in buildings erected for 
this purpose, to be used later 
in feeding their own cattle. 

One packing plant is pro- 
cessing and loading shelled 
corn at the rate of one car per 
day, according to advises re-! 
ceived. This corn is then ship- 
ped to Tampa,” where it is 
sold for cattle feed or ground 
into scratch feed for poultry. 
Another plant is shipping; 
ground snapped corn to the| 
Miami market for sale to users 
of dairy feed. This type of 
corn is packed in bags and 
shipped out’ via. trailer. 

Many farmers who also own 
cattle, are harvesting proces- 
sing and storing their own 
corn in buildings erected for 
this purpose, to be used later 
for cattle feed. The “Big Joe” 
type of corn is being used for 
this particular purpose, since 
its hard skin discourages 
weevils. 

The growers are taking ad- 
vantage of the lucky break in 
weather, and, even in this heat, 
are working to get the corn 
under cover before the rains 
start. 

The harvesting started in 
July and is giving summer em- 
ployment to a limited number 
of negro harvest hands, and is 
also a cash crop for the grow-| 
er during what for years was 
the non-productive summer 
season. Thus-it forms a link to 
make the Lake Okeechobee 
Everglades a year around pro: 
ducing area.

Florida's Population Has Increased 
More Than One-Half Million 


Florida had a net gain of 
more than one-half million new 
residents who moved in from 
other States during the last 
ten years, the Florida State 
Chamber of Commerce report- 
ed yesterday. 

The total gain in the popu- 
lation of Florida, 1940-1950, 
was 836,702 persons, This 
week's business review of the 
State Chamber's research and 
industrial division breaks down 
this total into 262,547 more 
residents from natural increase 
(that is, excess of births over 
deaths) and a net gain of 574,- 
155 new residents who have 


greatly enlarged each year by 
these new residents. Probably 
as important is the fact that 
types of goods and services of- 
fered are designed to cater to 
jthese persons making initial 
outlays in becoming establish- 
‘ed. This is noted especially in 
the market for new homes. 
The effect of migration on 
public affairs calls for more 
improvements and planning to 
keep pace with growth while 
still preserving those natural 
i features which continue to at- 
tract people to the State.

HORMONES CUT COSTS 
OF LIVESTOCK 


Hormones like those doctors 
use on human patients are now, 
thanks to industrial research, 
being used to turn out live- 
stock and poultry products at 
less expense. 

The stock hormones are 
“cousins” of insulin — widely 
known in the treatment of dia- 
betes, and ACTH— used for 
arthritis. Their use for farm 
animals has been approved by 
the U.S; Food and Drug Admin- 
istration, and farmers are ex- 
pected to spend one million dol- 
lars for them this year. 

One type of hormone, mixed 
with cattle feed, is credited with 
boosting milk production 15 
percent and butterfat produc- 
tion 25 percent. Another hor- 
mone mixed into hogfeed put 
more than 1 one-half pounds 
per day on a herd of swine. 
Sponsors of the feeding project 
said pigs féd on the hormone 
diet ate 405 pounds of feed for 
every 100 pounds gained, while 
pigs on ordinary diet ate 417 
pounds of feed to gain the same 
weight. 

Another hormone is said to 
turn roosters into capons with- 
out surgery, thereby qualifying 
the fowl for a premium_price of 
about two cents per pound: 

Some of the men directing 
the research job are scientists 
who have been engaged in such 
work for years—some of them 
since student days at college. 
University scientists have co- 
operated with the industrial re- 
search men, 

The hormone food for cows 
has been tried out successfully 
on about 35,000 of the animals 
in the past four years. The hor- 
mone for caponizing roosters 
Will be tried out on about 12 
million birds this year.
